whether the Opponent No. 1 or the Opponent No. 2 
prove that either of them.cannot be impleaded as a 

party to these proceedings." 
7. Arguments of the parties on the above preliminary 
issues were heard and issue No. 1 was disposed off by my 
order dated 22-3-82 holding that the application was main 
tainable under Section 33 ( 2 ) of the Act .

Regarding issue No. ( 2 ) , it was decided that since it was 
connected with the merits it could be decided when the case 
is fully heard ." 

8. The applicant led his own evidence ; Opponent No. 2 
examined one witness Pandurang Chari and Opponent No. 1 
one Atmaram Kamat.

This is an application under Section 33C ( 2 ) of the I.D.A., 
1947, in short the Act , moved by the above applicant against 
the above opponents claiming from the latter his dues amount 
ing to Rs. 17,802-40 , as detailed in the annexure to the 
application . 

2. It is stated in the application that the applicant was 
employed as a road gang worker by the Opponent No. 1 
on 1-10-1970 and , subsequently , transferred to Opponent No. 2 
as helper of Water Supply Scheme of P.W.D. with effect 
from 14-1-1974 , when the said scheme was taken over by 
the PWD . 

3. Opponent No. 1, in its written statement , after raising 
a preliminary objection regarding the maintainability of the 
applicant s claim against the Opponent, has, on merits , stated 
that the applicant is not entitled to claim any dues from 
Opponent No. 1, as he started working with Opponent No. 2, 
from 14-1-1974 (vide appointment order dated 11-1-1974 ) . 
The applicant was a road gang worker working with 
Opponent No. 1 w.e.f. 1-10-1970 . When the Government de 
cided to transfer the water supply scheme of Sanguem Mu 
nicipal Council to the P.W.Di, Opponent No. 1, by a resc 
lution dated 9-1-1974 , decided to transfer the applicant 
alongwith other workers to Opponent No. 2 to work as 
Helper in water supply scheme and , hence, from 14-1-1974 
he is not working for Opponent No. 1 , 

4. Opponent No. 2 , in its written statement, also raised a 
preliminary objection regarding the jurisdiction of this Court 
and , on merits , stated that the workman was never trans 
ferred by Opponent NO . 1 to P.W.D. at the time when the 
water supply scheme was taken over by them in September 
1974. Only 2 employees namely : (i ) Vithal Marathe ( Super 
visor ) and ( ii ) Pandurang Chari ( Pipe Fitter ) were trans 
ferred to P.W.D. and absorbed ( vide order No. PWD / EST / 
/ 175 /79 dated 14-9-1979 ). The applicant was never trans 
ferred to PWD by Opponent No. 1 after the water supply 
scheme was handed over to PWD in 1974 ; the applicant 
never joined duties in the PWD nor he came to join PWD 
after the water supply scheme was handed over to them 
in 1974 , nor was he on their pay roli. Since the applicant 
was employed by Opponent No. 1 , it is or them to employ 
him . Further the applicant claims his salary from 1-2-1975 
till 30-9-1980 at the rate of Rs. 261-80 per month while 
PWD took over the charge of the actual supply scheme with 


9. The applicant, in his statement before the Court, has 
stated that he was working as road worker with Opponent 
No. 1 since October 74 ; by order dated 11-1-1974 ( Exh W - 1 ) 
he was transferred by the President of Opponent No. 1 to the 
Water Supply department ; he worked in the said water sup 
ply department for about 5 months and thereafter the scheme 
of water supply was transferred to PWD ( Opponent No. 2 ) ; 
after the transfer he was told to collect his salary from 
Opponent No. 2 ; when he contacted Opponent No. 2 he was 
told that he was not absorbed by Opponent No. 2 and that 
he should collect his salary from Opponent No. 1 ; he was 
not given any work by Opponent No. 2 ; when he again 
came to Opponent No. 1, he was told that there was no 
work for him and that he should go to Opponent No. 2 ; 
thereafter , he applied to Opponent No. 1 on 29-6-1977 seeking 
some information in respect of his employment (ExH W - 2 ), 
which information was given to him by the Chief Officer 

a paper (Exh W - 3 ) ; Opponent No. 1 has appointed 
another employee in his original post of Road worker ; the 
applicant is ready to work for Opponent No. 1 as road 
worker ; he has applied for his wages from February 1975 
till September 1980 . 

In his cross to Opponent No. 1, he has admitted that, by 
his application dated 21-6-1973 [ Exh 0–1 ( i) ], he had applied 
to the post of Plumber / Fitter of the water supply schene 
of Opponent No. 1 and that he was transferred to the 
Water supply scheme on 14-1-1974 (Exh W - 1 ) as Helper . 
The water supply scheme was transferred to Opponent No. 2 
about one year after his transfer from road worker to 
water supply scheme of the Municipality ; alongwith him , 
some others were also working in this scheme but, except 
Marathe and Pandurang who were permanent , all others 
were appointed on adhoc basis . Around January 1975 , when 
he went to collect his salary from Opponent No. 1, he was 
told that he was no more in the employment of Opponent 
No. I, and that his services were transferred to Opponent 
No. 2 who would pay him his salary ; for 5 months he 
worke on the water supply scheme of the PWD but was 
not paid by the PWD and was told that his name was not 
transferred to them ; [Exh 0-1 (2 ) 1 bears his signature. He 
asked for his transfer to the water supply scheme. 
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Cross Examination by Opponent No. 2 : he stated that, in 
February , when the water scheme was transferred to the 
PWD , he was helping Kasim Khan ; he was working for 
about 5 months in the Water Supply Scheme of Opponent 
No. 1 ; he has denied that he has not worked on the scheme 
after it was taken over by the PWD . He was paid of his 
salary by Opponent No. 1 till the transfer of the scheme 
by Opponent No. 1. 

:10 . Pandurang Chari, examined by Opponent No. 2 , has 
stated that he is working as Plumber - cum - Pipe Fitter in the 
Sanguem Municipal Water Scheme since 1960. In 1974 around 
24-9-1974 this scheme was taken over by the PWD (Opponent 
No. 2 ) . He knows the applicant is a Road Gang Worker . From 
the day the PWD took over the scheme the applicant never. 
worked in the said scheme. The services of the witness were 
taken over by the PWD alongwith one more worker by name 
Dilip Marathe. When the scheme was run by the Municipality , 
sometimes the applicant was sent to work as helper when 
any worker was absent or on leave. He never showed his face 
once the scheme was taken oven by the PWD on or after 
24-9-1974 . 


In his cross : after the scheme was taken over by the PWD 
the applicant came to the site of work for about 15 days but 
the witness did not see him working ; he does not know 
whether the applicant had applied to Opponent No. 1 for his 
transfer to the water supply scheme. He also does not know 
whether he was transferred to the water supply scheme; he 
does not know whether he was attending the water supply 
scheme work regularly from January 1974 . 

11. Аtmaram Kamat, who was examined by Opponent 
No. 1 , has stated that he was working as Inspector in the 
Sanguem Municipal Council since 1961. The applicant was 
working in the Municipality since 1973-74 ; he was appointed 
as Road worker and then , at his request, he was transferred 
to the water supply scheme and he was working there when 
it was taken over by the PWD . He continued to work in the 
scheme after it was taken over by the PWD ; he says so , 
because the applicant and others who were transferred to 
the scheme used to come and complain that though they had 
worked in the scheme, PWD was not paying them . 


the applicant to Opponent No. I on record is Exh 0-1 ( 1 ) 
dated 21-6-1973 in which he has prayed that his name be 
considered for the filling up of the post of Plumber /Fitter 
of the water supply scheme of the Municipality but the 
order of transfer Exh W - 1 dated 11-1-1974 cannot be in view 
of the application Exh . 0-1 ( 1 ) dated 21-6-1973 because this 
last application was for the filling up of the post of Plumber / 
/Fitter and the applicant, by virtue of the order Exh , W - 1 , 
was transferred to the post of Helper . So , the statement of 
the witness Kamat while using the word " accordingly ” is 
not correct. Witness Kamat also has stated that the Munici 
pality passed a resolution transferring all the staff working 
on the scheine taken over by the PWD . However , no such 
resolution was proved by Opponent No. 1 . 

14. Opponent No. 2 s . witness Pandurang Chari has stated 
that he and one Marathe are the only 2 persons who were 
absorbed by Opponent No. 2 from the Water supply scheme 
when the said scheme was taken over by the PWD and are 
on the pay roll of the PWD . This fact was not denied by 
the workman in the cross examination of the witness . 

15. Since it is an admitted fact that the applicant was 
never absorbed by the PWD and was also not in their pay 
roll , aiter the scheme was taken over by the Municipality 
and in this application we are not concerned why he was 
not absorbed - and it is also an adinitted fact that he never 
worked in the said scheme after it was taken over by the 
PWD , although he might have gone to the site during some 
time in order to see if some work was alloted to him , the 
applicant cannot claim any wages from Opponent No. 2 , 
as it is not proved that he was employed by the said Oppo 
nent at any time during the period for which wages are 
claimed . On the contrary, the fact that the applicant was 
paid of his wages by , Opponent No. 1 from September 1974 
(when the scheme was taken over by the PWD ) till January 
1975 , would prove that the applicant continued to work for 
Opponent No. 1 till January 1975 . 

16. From all that has been stated above , my answer to 
the preliminary issue No. 2 is that the impleading of both 
opponents is necessary to arrive at proper decision regarding 
which of the Opponents was to be considered as the employer 
of the applicant and , consequently , responsible for the pay 
ment of his wages during the relevant period. 
17. In the premises above , I pass the foilowing order : 

ORDER 


In his cross , he has stated that the scheme was taken over 
by the PWD in January or February 1974 if he well re 
members . He knows that the applicant was working in the 
scheme about 1 year prior to its taking over by the PWD . 
He has seen the applicant and others sitting on the water 
tank for about 6 months after it was taken over by the PWD . 
He has stated that the Municipality passed a Resolution 
transferring all the staff working on the scheme taken over 
by the PWD . 


12. This is all the evidence led by the parties . 


Since I have considered Opponent No. 1 as the applicant s 
employer during the relevant time, the said Opponent is 
bound to pay to the applicant the wages claimed by him 
from February 1975 till September 1980 at the rate of 
Rs. 261-80 per month with interest at the rate of 8 p . c . 
per annum and costs of Rs. 200 / - .

13. It is not in dispute that the applicant was working for 
the Sanguem Municipality asya Road gang worker with the 
Opponent No. 1 and that the . PWD took over the water 
supply scheine from opponent No. 1 from 1st September 1974 . 
The applicant has claimed his wages from Opponent No. 2 
from February 1975 till 30-9-1980 , which shows that upto 
January 1975 he was paid by Opponent No. 1. If the scheme 
was taken over by the PWD from September 1974 , how to 
explain that the applicant, who, by order dated 11-1-1974 
( Exh W - 1 ) , was transferred by Opponent No. 1 to the post 
of helper w . e . f. 14-1-1974 and as per applicants own version 
was working in this scheme till the date of its taking over 
by the Opponent No. 2 , was paid by Opponent No. 1 till 
January 1975 ? Although Opponent No. 1 and the applicant 
has stated that there is a resolution of Opponent No. 1 trans 
ferring him to the water supply scheme of the PWD , Exh ; 
W - 3 produced by the applicant shows that there is no such 
resolution and the Opponent No. 1 also has not been able to 
prove any such resolution . Witness Atmaram Kamat ior 
Opponent No. 1, who is working as Inspector -for the said 
Opponent since 1961, has stated before the Court that the 
applicant submitted an application to the Municipality for his 
transfer to the water supply scheme and accordingly he was 
transferred and was working there . The only application of
